Allowing  for  the  smallness  of  the  figures  under 
consideration  the  vital  statistics  (page  1)  compare  fav¬ 
ourably  with  those  for  the  Country  as  a  whole. 

Measles  was  epidemic  during  the  year.  The 
presence  of  Sonne  Dysentery  in  Iwerne  Minster  pprved 
troublesome • 

An  outbreak  of  gastro-enteritis  affecting 
thirty  three  persons  visiting  a  summer  camp  at  Iwerne 
Minster  was  suspected  to  be  Sonne  Dysentery.  Labor¬ 
atory  investigation  eliminated  this  condition  and 
further  investigation  suggested  the  outbreak  was  due  to 
a  virus  infection  introduced  by  one  of  the  members  of 
the  staff  of  the  camp. 

I  am  indebted  to  jrour  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  Casemore,  for  his  co-operation  and  help 
during  the  year  and  for  his  assistance  in  preparing 
this  report,  and  to  my  clerk,  Miss  J.  Shirley  for  her 
efficient  services  during  the  year. 

I  would  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  happy 
co-operation  and  assistance  I  always  obtain  from  your 
Clerk  and  the  other  members  of  your  staff.

The  district  is  mainly  rural  in  character  with  an 
urbanised  area  in  Gillingham.  The  principal  indus¬ 
tries  and  trades  of  the  district  are  of  a  mixed  nature 
which  includes  brewing,  brick  making,  timber  works, 
glove  manufacturing  and  the  production  of  dried  milk 
products.  There  are  two  large  bacon  factories  in 
the  district.

The  Hospital  Service 

Prom  the  Northern  part  of  the  district,  patients 
attend  the  Westminster  Memorial  Hospital  and  the 
Salisbury  Hospitals  in  the  Salisbury  Group  Management 
Committee  of  the  Wessex  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Prom  the  more  Southern  part  of  the  district  patients 
attend  the  Blandford  Hospital  and  the  Bournemouth  and 
Poole  Hospitals  of  the  Bournemouth  and  East  Dorset 
Group  Hospital  Management  Committee  of  the  Wessex 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Laboratory  Services 

The  laboratories  at  Dorchester  and  Salisbury  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  cover  your  dis¬ 
trict.  The  service  has  again  proved,  in  every  way, 
to  be  co-operative  and  efficient. 

General  Medical  Practitioner.  Opthalmic  and  Phar¬ 

maceutical  Services 

These  are  administered  locally  by  the  Dorset  Exec¬ 
utive  Committee. 

County  Council  Services 

The  personal  preventive  health  services  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

They  comprise,  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  chil¬ 
dren,  maternity,  school  health,  home  nursing,  mental 
health,  the  ambulance  service,  the  care  and  after  care 
of  the  tuberculous,  blind  and  handicapped,  health  educ¬ 
ation,  the  domestic  help  service  and  the  welfare  of  the 
aged.

Last  year  I  drew  your  attention  to  the  limited  time 
which  your  public  health  staff  were  in  a  position  to  give 
adequate  attention  to  routine  statutory  public  health 
duties  and  added  - 

"Any  additional  time  as  a  result  of  new  legis¬ 
lation  will  certainly  call  for  an  increase  of 
staff  if  the  department  is  to  be  efficient" 

During  the  year  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railways  Act 
received  the  Royal  Assent  and  is  due  to  come  into  oper¬ 
ation  during  1964.  An  increase  in  staff  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  this  Act,  will  be  imperative. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  statutory  water  undertaking  in  the  district  is 
the  West  Wilts  Water  Board.  There  has  been  close  co¬ 
operation  between  the  Board’s  Officers  and  your  public 
health  officers,  copies  of  reports  on  samples  of  water 
taken  by  the  Board  are  forwarded  to  my  office  and  rec¬ 
iprocally,  copies  of  samples  taken  on  your  behalf  are 
sent  to  the  Board. 

The  supplies  remained  throughout  tie  year,  adequate 
to  meet  the  demand  and  the  purity  of  the  supplies  have 
remained  satisfactory. 

Weekly  samples  have  been  taken  from  the  supplies 
for  bacteriological  examination. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Although  preparatory  work  in  connection  with 
schemes  for  Bour ton*  Motcombe,  Pontmell  Magna,  Stour 
Provost,  East  Stour,  Kington  Magna  and  Buckhorn  Weston 
was  continued  during  the  year,  none  of  these  schemes 
had  been  commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


House  Refuse  and  Salvage  The  service  for  the 
collection  of  house  refuse  has  continued  as  in  prev¬ 
ious  years,  providing  a  weekly  service  in  Gillingham, 
a  fortnightly  one  in  nine  parishes  and  a  monthly  one 
in  the  remainder  of  the  district. 


Ninety  nine  tons  of  salvage  was  collected  during 
the  year  bringing  in  revenue  of  £503  compared  with 
£773  during  the  preceding  year. 

Cesspool  Emptying  During  the  year,  no  cesspool 
emptying  was  undertaken  by  the  Council  other  than  from 
its  own  Council  house  septic  tanks.  This  is  by  arrange¬ 
ment  with  a  Contractor.  The  Council  is  introducing  a 
scheme  during  1964  to  provide  some  assistance  to  house¬ 
holders  in  non  sewered  areas. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  POLLUTION 


Until  adequate  parish  sewerage  schemes  can  be 
provided  a  gross  amount  of  pollution  of  streams  and 
ditches  in  the  district  cannot  be  avoided.  This  type 
of  pollution  is  present  in  many  parishes.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS  AND  CAMPING  SITES 


Thirteen  sites  are  licensed  under  the  Caravan 
Sites  Control  and  Development  Act,  1960.  The  maj¬ 
ority  of  these  are  for  individual  caravans  for  temp¬ 
orary  use.  One  site  is  on  a  main  trunk  road  for  the 
summer  use  of  touring  caravans.

PREVENTION  OP  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


The  duties  of  the  Council  under  the  Prevention  of 
Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  are  carried  out  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  by  the  North  Dorset  Joint  Rodent  Committee  whose 
activities  cover  the  five  districts  in  the  North  Dorset 
area  and  the  Bearainster  Rural  District.  Four  hundred 
and  seventy  three  inspections  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  by  the  rodent  operators. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACTS 


Complaints  were  received  from  residents  in  close 
proximity  to  a  set  of  boarding  kennels  in  the  district 
concerning  noise  from  barking  dogs.  It  was  decided 
that  the  Act  did  not  give  sufficient  power  for  any 
legal  action  to  be  taken  as  the  owner  could  claim  he 
was  taking  all  reasonable  action  to  counteract  the 
noise,  a  defence  allowed  for  business  premises.

During  the  year  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations, 

1963  came  into  operation.  These  regulations  placed 
a  statutory  obligation  on  the  Council  to  carry  out 
inspection  of  carcases  slaughtered  for  human  consump¬ 
tion  in  its  area  and  laid  down  a  statutory  standard 
of  inspection. 

Unless  this  legislation  is  amended  before  October 
1965  or  your  Council  is  in  a  better  position  (than  at 
the  present  time)  to  engage  meat  inspectorate  staff,  I 
anticipate  a  very  serious  situation  will  have  developed 
affecting  the  economy  of  the  slaughterhouse  and  bacon 
factories  in  your  district. 

With  this  possibility  in  mind  I  feel  that  it  is 
imperative  to  record  the  position  at  the  present  time. 

When  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963  came 
into  operation  on  October  1st,  1963,  I  advised  the 
Council  that  to  implement  these  regulations,  without 
detriment  to  its  general  public  health  responsibilities, 
would  require  the  appointment  of  two  additional  whole 
time  meat  inspectors.  Alarmed  at  the  expense  which 
these  additional  appointments  would  be  to  the  ratepayers, 
the  Council  approached  the  Ministry  of  Pood,  Agricul¬ 
ture  and  Fisheries.  As  a  result  the  Ministry  made  a 
careful  and  detailed  investigation  of  local  conditions 
and  made  a  report  advising  that,  providing  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  were  prepared  (or  could  be  made)  to  co-operate 
to  a  certain  extent,  then  the  Regulations  could  be 
implemented  by  the  appointment  of  one  additional  whole 
time  Meat  Inspector,  only. 

The  Council  had  no  alternative  but  to  accept,  and 
act  upon,  this  advice.  An  advertisement  for  one  addit¬ 
ional  whole  time  meat  inspector,  only,  was  therefore, 
published. 

To  date  no  appointment  has  been  made  and  the 
Council  has  not  been  in  a  position  to  carry  out  its 
statutory  duty  to  inspect  carcases  of  animals  slaugh¬ 
tered  at  one  bacon  factory. 

Well  before  October  1965,  the  Council  will  have 
to  decide  whether  it  is  likely,  or  not,  to  engage  and 
keep,  meat  inspectorate  staff  at  the  rates  of  salary 
now  offered  and  working  under  the  conditions  imposed 
by  the  employment  of  three  whole  time  inspectors,  only.
